| department said, “these figures 
evidence a eatisfactory state of 
the home market, due doubtless 0 
the prosperous condition and bet- 
ter purchasing power of the peo- 
ple generally.”

Chambers said he believed in a 
protective tariff where a protective 
tariff was necessary, but that the 
tariff? policy was overdone and 
made for an increase in the cost of 
living. The ideal situation would 
be free trade throughout the world, 
but like many other ideals prob- 
ably would never be reached until 
the millenium. 

Chambers dwelt upon the eendi- 
tion of agrteulture as a whole 
throughout the United States, and 
pointed out that here in Callfor- 
nia it had been more prosperous 
than elsewhere. The lack of prop- 
er transportation was the most 
discouraging feature of the Califor- 
mia situation. He spoke of the 
attitude of President Harding and 
Secretary Wallace toward agricul- 
ture and their purpose to give the 
farmers better credit facilities, 
longer time and lower rates. 

In conclusion, the speaker ‘weit 
upon pest probleme of the United 
States and California, drawing hope 
from what had been accomplished, 
and painted the future of Califor- 
nia in very encouraging colors.

ence upon his country. 

The Treasury was one of the first 
creations of the new Congress. The 
great seal of the Treasury is ex- 
actly today as is was 133 years 
ago, although in 1849 a new seal 
was cut from cast steel, being in 
design an exact duplicate of the 
original 


MANAGING A NATION 

Management of the nation's 
finances was the first duty of the 
Treasury Department. But that 
means an infinite and bewildering 
number of things. 

The Secretary must prepare plans 
for the improvement of the rev- 
enue, superintend the collection of 
revenue, grant warrants for 
moneys drawn from the Treasury, 
control all construction and main- 
tenance of public buildings, print 
and coin money. 

Of the 60,000 employees of the 
United States Treasury, 41,000 are

How does this gold get into the 
United States Treasury? Through 
deposits of gold made at the United 
States mints and assay offices. Gold 
certificates ure issued against the 
gold, only a portion of which is 
minted into money, the balance be- 
ing in the form of gold bars. 

One of the first things our gov- 
ernment did when it set up for it- 
self was to min, money. Before 


that time we had gotten our coins, 


from abroad. 

Congress established the frst 
United States Mint in Philadelphia, 
and the original coinage wa, of 
small currency. The Philadelphia 
Mint has remained there ever since, 
and is now the largest one in the 
world, and it frequently makes 
money fdr other nations. 

Tnere are two other United 
States Mints, one in Denver and the 
other in Sap Francisco. Coins made 
in these mints must bear the city’s 
initial letter D or “8.” but Phila- 
deiphia coins bear no such dis- 
tinguishing letters. 

A recent and unique operation 
of our mints has been to coin 259. 
600,000 silver dollars to replace 
an equal number sold to England 
during the war, which it melted 
down and shipped to the Far East. 


MAKING MONEY 

For forty-three years there had 
been no change in the design of 
silver dollars, but in 1921 the new 
Peace Dollar appeared. 

Paper money is issued, through 
the United States Treasury, through 
the Comptroller of Currency and 
through the Federal Reserve 
Banks. 


The Comptroller's issue of paper 
money is in the form of National 
bank notes. bank notes are 
issued against an equal amount of 
Dnited States bonds the 
circulation prtvilege. 

All such bank notes are redeem- 
able at the bank, and also at the 
office of the Treasury Department. 


FEDERAL RESERVE 

Federal Reserve notes, the new- 
est element in our money circula- 
tion, are obligations of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. They are se-

Has science at last discovered a new 


‘| principle for bringing the weather under 


human control? The results of the experi- 
ments lately carried on by the United 
States Army Air Service at McCook Field, 
near Dayton, O., suggest extraordinary. pos 
sibilities in mans invasion of what was 


ones nature’s exclusive domain. 
~ The experimenters actually brought down 


an artificial shower of rain on the heads 
of the astonished spectators. To effect 
this airplanes ascended into the upper 
strata of the atmosphere and dropped elec. 
trically charged grains of sand upon the 
clouds. Almost immediately the clouds dis- 
solved and precipitated their moisture m 
the form of a light shower of rain. In an- 
other case the experiment resulted in a 
flurry of snow. | 

While the demonstration is a long way 
yet from establishing control of the weath- 
er, it may have landed science on the 
threshold of another stupendous discovery. 
Of course, precipitating rain from clouds 
or breaking up fog banks with electrified 
sand scattered from soaring airplanes is 
not the same as producing rain in the Pe- 
ruvian deserts or preventing the assem- 
bling of a typhoon in the China Sea. 

But it gives us a start. If men with alr- 
planes can disperse San Francisco mists 
or London fogs, if they can persuade re- 
calcitrant passing clouds to part with their 
moisture, science has placed another mighty | 
economical weapon in human hands. 

What future achievements will spring 
from this auspicious start in bringing the 
weather under subjeetion scicntists know

est discovery of the induced electric cur- 
rent to the radiograph broadcasting speech 
around the globe the advance is no greater 
then from an army sirplane breaking «a 
cloud to a government expert serving 
weather a la carte from a central station.

“I want to stress particularly 
that since regulatory measures re- 
quiring the cooking of fresh vege- 
tables preparatory to sealing were 
adopted by the canning establish- 
ments no instance of botuliem has 
been traced to any commercial 
cannery of the State. But there 
are precautions which must de 
taken in heme canning, or rather 
before eating food which has been 
home canned. 


COOKING KILLS GERMS 

State regulations require that 
all goods, previous to being sealed 
in tin, must be cooked for a mini- 
mum of thirty minutes at a pres- 
sure of 240 degrees of heat or 
better. In home canning, such as 
beans, which are tightly com- 
pressed, the heat does not always 
get to the center of the mass. 
Thus there might bly be left 
unharmed within the can some of 
the botulinus germs, which are not 
poisonous in but give 
off the poison.
